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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt of the papers filed on December 29, 2005, is acknowledged. Claims 109 are 
pending. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 6, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brugger (4,209,569) in view of Junkel (5,392,695) for the reasons given in the previous office 
action and in view of the following comments. 

4. Claims 2-5 and 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brugger 
(4,209,569) in view of Junkel (5,392,695) as applied to claims 1, 6, 7 and 9 above, and further in 
view of Jozefowicz (5,277,982) and Nitowski et al (5,324,587) for the reasons given in the 
previous office action and in view of the following comments. 

5. Applicant's Remarks have been carefully considered. Applicant points out that the claims 
have been amended to recite that the heating is performed before the electrolytically colored 
article is exposed to color-degrading ultraviolet radiation and argues that the Brugger discloses 
nothing about stabilizing the black color of his baking form against degradation by UV radiation. 
While this may be correct, there is no suggestion in either Brugger or Junkel that the article be 
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exposed to UV radiation. One can easily envision the production of the article of Brugger and 
the packaging of the product in a single facility without exposure of the product to UV radiation. 
The product could easily be unpackaged by the purchaser and immediately used without 
exposure to UV radiation. The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which 
would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 
USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985).
